10B 


Board asked to 


prioritize 


road 


repairs for millage

Crawford County Road 
Commission officials will be 
asked to map out a list of road 
repairs and detail how proposed 
millage money would be spent 
before the tax issue is put before 
voters. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners will hold a 
special meeting at | p.m. on 
Thursday, Aug. 24 to consider 
putting a millage proposal on the 
Nov. 3 general election ballot to 
fund road construction projects 
on the county’s primary road- 
ways. 

The Crawford County Road 
Commission Board is seeking to 
have a one-mill tax levy placed 
on the tax roils for ftve years. 

The board is seeking the funds 
for road fixes due to cuts in state 
and federal funds as well as 
increased fuel and material 
costs, In July, the road commis- 
sion board voted to cancel a 
planned road reconstruction job 
on North Down River Road due 
to the budget issues. 

Crawford County 
Commissioners, who have final! 
say if the millage will go before 
voters, asked the road commis- 
sion to give a time frame to 
show the roads that would be 
repaired and how the millage 
would be spent. 

If approved, the millage, 
which would raise $543,041 tn 


the first year, would raise about 
$2.7 million over a five-year 
period. . 

Commissioners requested that 
the road board come to a special 
meeting because they are 
already getting questioned about 
the tax levy. 

‘People need to know how the 
money will be spent, you can't 
just give them that money for a 
slush fund,” said County 
Commissioner Scott Hanson. 

Don Babcock, the managing 
director for the Crawford 
County Road Commission, said 
Chase Bridge between Pere 
Cheney Road and M-72, 
Wakeley Bridge Road between 
M-72 and Polly Trail and North 


Down River .Road_ between 
Stephan Bridge Road and 


Wakeley Bridge Road were on a 
three-year priority list for recon- 
struction. 

Babcock said the road com- 
Mission board, which will have 
its regular meeting at 10:30 a.m. 
on Thursday, Oct. 24, will come 
up with a completed list of pro- 
jects prior to the special meeting.

“We run a constant evaluation 
on our roads every year and we 
try to work on the worst roads 
first,” Babcock said. 

If approved by voters, a per- 
son with # home worth 
$100,000, which has a taxable 
value of $50,000, would pay an 
extra $50 in taxes a year. 


Planned wood pellet firm 
seeks tax abatement

The owner of a Grayling wood 
manufacturing firm is seeking a 
tax break for a $2.1 million 
investment which will more than 
double the number of jobs oper- 
ating on the property, 

Mike Hees, the owner of 
Monarch Millwork, Inc. located 


‘at 2211 Industrial Park Drive, is 


seeking a tax abatement from the 
Grayling City Council for a sec- 
ond operation that involves mak- 
ing wood pellets from waste 
wood. 

Michigan Wood Pellet, LLC 
would manufacture wood pellets 
used for wood pellet heating 
stoves as well as animal bedding 
pellets. 

Heating with wood pellet heat- 
ing stoves is popular in Sweden, 
Denmark, Austria and Finland, 
according to the Pellet Fuels 
Institute, 

Pellets are made from waste 
wood and wood pallets which 
can not be repaired and reused, 
which prevents waste from going 
into landfills. 

Phase one of the project 
involves leasing property, mak- 
ing site improvements and 
investing $700,000 in equipment 
for the operation, 

Phase two calls for the con- 
struction of a 20,000 square foot 
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building and the additional 
investment of $750,000 for 
equipment. 


Hees plans to create 18 jobs at 
the business over the next two 
years. He is seeking up to a 12- 


year tax abatement for the 
investment, 
Monarch Millwork, — Inc., 


which employs between 10 to 35 
people depending on the work- 
load, will continue to operate in 
the industrial park. 

The Grayling City Council 
scheduled a public hearing for 
7:30 p.m, on Monday, Aug. 28. 

Grayling Mayor Larry Akers 
said equipment for the new oper- 
ation wasn't expected until next 
spring, but was made available to 
Hees this fall because another 
firm backed out of @ purchase 
agreement, 

“This is going to bring addi- 
tional jobs fo the community and 
will allow somebody that 1s 
already here to continue in busi- 
ness,” Akers said. 

At its last meeting, the council 
amended its tax abatement 
schedule adopted fast year, 
which brings the number of 
years firms may receive a tax 
abatement in line with the nun- 
ber of years new employees are 
kept on the workforce.

The Grayling Township Board 
is studying the rules that the 
township administrators follow 
for the future. 

The board has scheduled a 
work session for |} p.m. on 
Thursday, Sept. 7 at the township 
hall, when it will discuss poten- 
tial policy governance options. 

Grayling Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright said that policy 
governance involves establishing 
polices that township administra- 
tion woutd operate under, which 
would make officials more 
responsive to the resident's needs 
and improve the function of 
township government. 

The policies would dictate 
how the township would work 
with other board’s in the commu- 
nity to achieve common yoals 
and provide services to the rest- 
dents. 

Coupled with the policy gover- 


the township will become a char- 
ter lownship. 

In Michigan, townships can 
operate as a general-law town- 
ship of a charter township, which 
is similar to operating as a corpo- 
ration, Grayling Township cur- 
rendly operates as a general-law 
township. 

Charter townships nmiake it 
more difficult: for neighboring 
mnunicipaliies to annex land, 
Charter townships also have the 
ability to offer more services to 
residents, 

A charter township can be 
established by a vote of the peo- 
ple, which would automatically 
give the township board authori- 
ty lo fevy up to five mills to pay 
for township services, A charter 
township can also be approved 
by a resolution from the board, 
which would require the board to 
go to voters for approval for mill- 


Wright said there is currently 
no plan to put the charter town- 
ship proposal before the voters. 

“Our lax levy will not change 
one bit if we become a charter 
township,” he said. 

Wright said that both policy 
governance and charter township 
issues would involve fonp-term 
planning iniGatives for the town- 
ship, 

“This will force us to sit down 
and look at the entire township as 
far as providing water, sewer fire 
protection and all of those servic- 
es.” he said. “We have to have a 
plan in place so when the day 
does come when we need to pro- 
vide those services, We're ready.” 

Wright said that the charter 
township and policy governance 
issues will be discussed over the 
next two to three months. 
Implementation of any changes 
would not take place until next 
year, Wright said.

NOTHING WORKS better in assuring 
action than an approaching deadline. 

Every student knows this; when exam 
time approaches, study intensifies. 

In the newspaper business, deadlines 
are vital, They also can work wonders. 
Some reporters even write better under 
the pressure of getting a story in the 
paper on time. 

The Michigan legislature has many 
deadlines. It could not operate without 
them — deadlines for bills to be intro- 
duced, committees to meet and report, 
laws to be adopted. 

Now it has another. The legislature 
must devise and adopt new business 
taxes for Michigan before December 31, 
2007, to replace the single business tax 
(SBT) which annually produces about 
$1.9 billion to help run the state. 

The SBT often is blamed for helping 
ruin Michigan’s economy. It’s the tax 
everybody loves to hate. Soon it will be 
gone. 

But what’s next? Nobody knows for 
sure, but at least there’s a deadline. 

ADOPTED IN 1976, the SBT was 
hailed as a new and wonderful plan to 
replace most of the elements of a state

Deadline will force business tax decision 


business tax structure which at that time 
was being blamed for helping ruin 
Michigan’s then-faltering economy. 
Sound familiar? 

The single business tax replaced the 
corporate income tax, the tax on invento- 
ries held by business, the corporate fran- 
chise fee — altogether nine different busi- 
ness taxes. 

The new SBT sought to tax the busi- 
ness activity of the taxpayer, or the 
“value added” rather than profits. It cov- 
ered several elements, including pay- 
rolls, cost of employee benefits, interest 
paid and depreciation allocated. A vari- 
ety of formulas on how these elements 
were treated complicated the tax, and 
amendments and modifications through 
the years made it even more mystifying 
to the public, to the businesses them- 
selves, and even at times to accountants. 

Of an estimated 250,000 businesses in 
Michigan, about 100,000 pay the SBT, 
which Jast year produced about $1.9 bil- 
lion for the state’s general fund. 

NOW COMES the tough part. How 
will this dollar hole be filled? In 2007, 
the lawmakers must come up with a new 
business tax solution. 


In 1976, installing new taxes was 
combined with repeal of old ones. That 
didn’t happen this year. Instead, politics 
have been dogging the SBT for several 
years, nibbling at the edges of the total 
problem. 

Former Gov. John Engler and a friend- 
ly legislature added their imprint in 
2002, jiggling a deduction or two, and 
reducing the rate from 2.1 to 1.9 percent. 
This “tax cut” ended up costing some 
businesses more money. 

A continuing Engler rate cut was to be 
on a sliding scale each year depending 
on budget balances until the SBT disap- 
peared in 20 years. Of course, the plan 
was not realistic in the first place, the 
rate remains at 1.9 percent, and the SBT 
lives on. 

* * * 

POLITICS CLOUDS the issue. The 
SBT was due to end Dec. 31, 2008, but 
the Republican jegislature in March 
passed a law to move up repeal to 2007. 
The bill contained only repeal. Jennifer 
Granholm, Democrat, vetoed it, 
demanding to know how the money 
would be replaced, 

In public discussions since then, polit- 
ical positions have hardened. Everybody

wants repeal, and nobody wants to say 
what will happen next. 

A frustrated Brooks Patterson, 
Oakland county executive and GOP 
workhorse, took on a petition appeal to 
the legislature: Either pass SBT repeal, 
or it will go on the November ballot. The 
Michigan constitution permits this last 
ditch petition route to force direct leg- 
islative action, and the governor has no 
veto power on it. 

Gov. Granholm has agreed the SBT 
should be repealed and replaced with 
some alternative tax to restore the lost 
revenue. Her Republican opponent in 
November, Dick DeVos, has espoused a 
profits-based tax on business. That’s 
about as specific as it gets. 

From public comments, it seems 
Republicans generally want a net tax 
reduction for business, plus further 
spending cuts. Democrats also favor 


‘spending cuts “that don’t hurt health 


care, education and the needy,” 
Mark Brewer, state party chair. 

THE SBT IS almost like the old saw 
about the weather: Everybody talks 
about it, but nobody does anything about 
it: 


says 


With all legislative seats open for the 
November election, nothing will be done 
soon to fill in the gaps. A legislative 
committee, however, claims a report in 
December will have some answers. This 
is safely after the November election, 
and conveniently close to the end of the 
term for sitting lawmakers. 

The best guess is that SBT replace- 
ment will be front and center during the 
2007 legislative year. 

By that time, the voters will have 
selected members of a new legislature, 
Republican or Democrat, plus a gover- 
nor, Democrat or Republican. 

Whoever the players are in 2007 will 
determine what route Michigan takes on 
business taxes. 

The only certainty is that December 
31, 2007 is the deadline, and deadlines 
have a way of convincing people that 
specific action, not generalized talk, is 
necessary ~ even if takes Republicans 
working with Democrats, and the other 
way around. |

Warrant Transport offers services to police 


Every week in Michigan, hun- 
dreds, if not thousands of 
Michigan motorists that have 
outstanding warrants are not 
taken into custody due to the 
high costs associated with trans- 
porting the suspect back to the 
warrant issuing jurtsdiction. 
This includes approximately 
75,000 drivers currently operat- 
ing motor vehicles on public 
roads with either a suspended, 
denied, or revoked license. 
Under state law, many of these 
people do not have insurance on 
their vehicles, as insurance com- 
panies will not insure a vehicle 
without a current, valid drivers 
license. 

Economic hardship has forced 
many county sheriff departments 
to draw the line on prisoners 
they are willing to transport 
between jurisdictions, § When 
the decision is made to transport 
a prisoner, local sheriffs also 
have to replace the personnel 
conducting the transport with 
other deputies, often at the high 
cost of overtime. 

Many law enforcement agen- 
cies outside of Michigan con- 
tract with private sector compa- 
nics to transport prisoners in and 
out of their judicial system. 
George Koka, operations man- 
ager for Warrant: Transport: in 
Frederic, hopes that same kind 
of niche develops for his compa- 
ny in Michigan. 

“Law enforcement. officers 
should be kept on road patrols 
instead of being a taxi driver for 
prisoners,” says Koka. “Our 
company has the resources and 
personnel to do the same job for 
significantly less cost. A lot of 
municipalities are forcing the 
prisoner to pay those cost if 
found guilty” Most courts 
already assess prisoners fecs to 


defray the cost of housing them 
in the jail. 

Warrant Transport has offered 
a few Michigan — Sheriffs’ 
Departments free transport any- 
where in the state in an effort to 
convince their administration 
that this type of service makes 
financial sense. 

“These types of initiatives 
would certainly be a welcome 
retief to the thousands of citi- 
zens and motorists that are vic- 
tims of crime or involved in an 
accident with an unticensed, 
uninsured driver,’ Koka said. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said he is seriously 
contemplating using Warrant 
Transport’s services,

Wakefield, however, said 
Koka would have to make a 
pitch to Crawford County 
Administrator Paul] Compo and 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners since it would 
be a new contract with the sher- 
iff's departments 

Wakefield said similar servic- 
es, already operating in the 
nation, come in handy when a 
wanted person is apprehended in 
another state and he can’t afford 
to send a pair of deputies to 
bring the person back to 
Grayling. 

“You send them the paper- 
work, they plug it into their 
schedule and they deliver them 
to your door,” Wakefield said.

Summer learning made fun at Kirtland 


The campus of Kirtland 
Community College takes on a 
very different persona every year 
for one week in August, Between 
the summer and fall semesters, 
the campus hums with life as sev- 
eral hundred earnest and laugh- 
ing soon-to-be fifth graders con- 
verge for what is known as 
“MEAP Week” - the students’ 
reward for having done well on 
their fourth-grade state-mandated 
school tests, 

This year, close to 400 students 
did well enough on the Michigan 
Educational Assessment Program 
test to qualify for MEAP Week, 
which took place Aug. 7-11 this 
year, and a large percentage of 
them chose to participate. When 
offered free transportation and 
mini-course choices such as 
Robotics, Creature Manta, 
Nature Study and French for Fun, 
who could resist? 

In alt, 17 classes were available 
this year for the students to 
choose from, all of which are 
coordinated and funded by the 
COOR Intermediate School 
District. 

“IUs the leadership of George 
Johnson and the support of the 
COOR ISD Board of Directors 
that makes this happen,” said Jan 
Farmer, COOR’s general educa- 
tion consultant and one of the pri- 
mary organizers of MEAP Week. 

But while COOR makes the 
week a reality, it’s the teachers 
who sign on for the event who 
make the week the fun learning 
experience for which it has come 
to be known. 

Drawn from Kirtland, as well 
as the school districts and busi- 
nesses within the four-county 
ISD, the pool of MEAP Week 
teachers is a highly motivated 
group, who go the extra mile for 
their students. 


There is Kirtland art instructor 
Scott Rice who teaches students 
in the Comic Book Illustration 
class each year, At the end of the 
week, his artists all go home with 
a bound edition of comic strips 
produced by the class. 

Grayling teacher Samara Sabin 
manages to work some of the cul- 
tural aspects of the world’s 
Spanish-speaking peoples into 
her Spanish for Fun class, as well 
as a working knowledge of the 
language. Her students make 
papier-mache pifiatas and join 
with the French class next door 
for some cross-cultural games.

the four-graders put in her

And Jerry Nunn, a freelance 
reporter, took on the Journalisin 
class this year after several years 
as a class assistant. He and his 
aides managed to steer 14 bud- 
ding writers through the process

The bird's increasing popula- 
tion has had adverse effects on 
the numbers of recreational and 
commercial fish. 

Currently, there is a growing 
population of the bird in the 
Ludington area along Lake 
Michigan.

tetanus and pertussis. Records for all entering kindergarten students and students enrolled from out- jos 


side the district will be reviéwed to ensure immunizations are up to date. Notice will be sent to par- 
ents or guardians if there is no immunization record upon school entry or if records are incomplete. 
2} Students not in compliance with state immunization requirements will be excluded from school until 
2] documentation of immunization is presented. Parents may sign a waiver if they have a religious or 
31 other objection to immunization, or they may provide a statement of objection for medical reasons 
which has been signed by a physician. Michigan law requires that all students be immunized against 
diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis, polio, measfes, mumps and rubella. Immunization can be obtained 
from your Byes or health department. 


BUILDING USE BY OUTSIDE GROUPS 


Persons or groups wishing to use school district factlities outside of the regular school day can call 
the Community Education Director at 348-6137. A building request form will be provided and if the § 
request is approved, a contract will be completed. It is the policy of the district to charge a fee for ] 
such use. Fees are based upon the cost of utilities, materials, and personnel (o the district and upon 
the type of group using the facility. Requests for building use must be filed at least ten days prior to 
the date requested. Classrooms, cafeteria, auditorium, and gymnasium are available for usc. Requests 
for use during school hours must be processed through the building principal.
